IST&E Dorms to be State of the Art

Construction for student dormitories has 
begun south and east of the Peter Kiewit 
Institute on UNO’s south campus. 

Winnie Callahan, executive director of 
the Peter Kiewit Institute, has high expecta- 
tions for the dormitory and said the confer- 
ence facility is scheduled to be ready by 
next August. 

“The construction of a dorm to house the 
Scott Scholars and a conference center will 
greatly enhance the overall growth of the 
institute project,” Callahan said. 

The dorms are being donated and run by 
the Walter and Susan Scott Foundation. 
Over 100 Scott Scholars have been chosen 
to attend the institute.

drain that runs through it letting 
the students and faculty get a 
view of outdoor conditions. 

UNO also ordered 800 new. 
IBM computers, which will be 
used in the classrooms. All these 


’ computers have arrived, but a few 


are still being set up and pro- 
grammed, 

Though everything on the out- 
side appears problem-free, Paul 
Seaburg, the associate dean of 
engineering and technology, said 
they are still working out some 
problems. 

One problem that has occurred 
is when the students go to the cor- 
rect classroom and find out it has 
been changed and have to go toa 
different classroom. 

“I was late to a couple of my 
classes because I didn’t know the 
building very well and couldn’t 
find where they moved the new 
one to,” sophomore Carrie 
Krueger said. 

One problem the staff is facing 
is trying to leam how to. use the 
brand new technology. They 
received overheads, projectors 
and other state of the art learning 
aids which all have new buttons 
and levers. 

“Sone of our staff has had to 


take a crash course in technolo-

Teaching Evolution 
Still a Hot Topic

_ Recently, the Kansas Board of 
Education voted to remove the evolu- 
tion of species from its. state science 
standards and assessment tests, leaving 
the decision of how to teach human ori- 
gins in the hands of local districts. 


While the decision does not forbid . 


the teaching: of evolution in Kansas 
classrooms, “It sends a definite message 
that teaching evolution is not something 
they support,” said Carol Lloyd. 

Removing evolution from the state’s 
assessments “may discourage teachers 
and students from spending time on the 
subject,” an Aug. 12 World-Herald arti- 
cle said. School districts are often reluc- 
tant to. devote instructional time to 
subjects that will not potentially 
improve standardized test scores. 

Alabama and New Mexico already 
have adopted science standards similar 
to those in Kansas. 

“T think it is a serious mistake and is 
going to have undesirable effects on the 
students in Kansas,” said George 
Engelmann, professor of geography and 
geology at UNO. 

Five states, including Nebraska, have 
voted to keep evolution in their state’s 
science standards. Nebraska’s science 
standards currently state that, “by the 
end of twelfth grade, students will 
develop an understanding of the theory 
of biological evolution.” 

In addition, ‘at the same level, stu- 
dents are called to “investigate whether 
natural selection provides a scientific 
explanation of the fossil record and the 
molecular similarities among the 
diverse species of living organisms,” 
which leaves room for teachers to pre- 
sent competing theories of human ori- 
gins, 

Human origins also are part of most 
religions, strong beliefs which are held 


by. many people, including:some teach- 
ers. Teachers’ views can influence how 


they present human origins, just as they. . 
influence the presentation of any other 
subject matter, such as- World. War II . 
and. the atom bomb, Lloyd said.- 
Evolutionary - theory often. contradicts - 


religious beliefs, though “Intelligent 
Designer’ theories allow for a supreme 
being to have used evolution as part of 
creation. ~ 

Even in the religious community, 
there are many stories of human origins. 
One ancient Egyptian account, retold in 
“Religions of the World” edited by 


Robert K.C. Forman, says that a lotus 


flower emerged from the primordial 
waters and opened to reveal a scarab 
beetle which was transformed into a 
weeping boy. Humanity was born from 
the boy’s tears. 

In Jainism, a religion of India, the 
world is eternal and had no creation. 

The primary vocal opposition to evo- 
lution in the classroom comes from 


those who believe in the story of human . 


origins related in the Judeo-Christian 
creation story, which conflicts at many 
points with theories in the scientific 
community. 

A United States Supreme Court deci- 
sion has declared that states cannot 
mandate the teaching of the Biblical 
model of human origin, though it does 
not forbid it. 

Though Darwin is almost synony- 
mous with evolution, he does not have a 


monopoly on evolution in the scientific — 


community. 

“There isn’t a [single] theory of evo- 
lution,” Engelmann said. 

Rather, there are many aspects of 
evolutionary theory and competing the- 
ories within the scientific community. 

Engelmann suggested that in a class- 
room, one should “look at scientific evi- 


dence and hypotheses and present those: 


to the students.”

UNO students will protest a fence 
beingput up around University Village 
today at I p.m.

-Shradar said there is a pep rally being 
held at the pep bowl! at. noon and the 
protest march will be held if the admin- 
istration from UV has not answered the ~ 
questions brought up at last week’s stu-. 
dent senate meeting by that time. 

“This is a grass roots way for the 
_people living in the dorms as well as the 


concerned students to voice their opin- 


ion about the fence that is being con- . 
structed,” sophomore Ryan Grillo said. - 

Some students don’t seem to under- 
stand why an eight foot iron fence is 
being built around the new dorm-style 
apartments. 

“J think this is a way to isolate the 
people who are living in the dorms,” 
senior Jamie Pollart said. “It’s-going to 
mess it up for the students who want to 
go and just hang out with their friends 
after class.” 


Susan Moore, managing director of 
University Village said there will be a 
pedestrian entrance as well as the auto one. 

“It’s not as if someone who wants to 


come for a surprise visit to their friends - - 


apartment is going to have to stand out- 
side and rattle the fence to get in,” 
Moore said. “Call boxes will be located 
outside so all the visitor has to do is ring 
their friend’s apartment to be let in.” 

Moore said the apartments built by 
the Century Campus Housing 
Management Company have fences 
around them and they are usually 
received positively. 

“The fence is being put up not to 
establish an elitist position and not to 
create separation. It is purely to provide 
safety to the residents who live with 
us,” she said. 

“One of our professional staff mem- 
bers attended the student senate meeting 
and heard the comments that the fence 
was going to be a detriment to the com- 
munity, but we don’t want that at all,” 
Moore said. “We are trying to get the 
residents involved, and we want com- 


munity with the campus.”

CHAMPAIGN, Ill. (TMS) — Anew 
program designed to limit underage 
drinking at the University of Illinois has 
already resulted in more than 70 bar 
arrests and $17,125 in fines. 

And that’s in roughly two weeks 
since the university’s semester has got- 
ten underway. 

According to the Daily Illini, police 
issued 37 citations to minors for alcohol 
possession and four citations to people 
accused of delivering alcohol to minors.

Police at Indiana University have arrest- 
ed four men on charges of stealing from 


the university’s athletic ticket office. 


Two men — one who worked in the 
department and one unaffiliated with

’ the IUPD as a form of theft that doesn’t 
-Carry as harsh a penalty. 


An internal investigation started in 
February revealed that as much as 
$1,500 was stolen from money collect- 
ed during each athletic event. Police 
pinpointed the suspects after examining 
the number of cars parking in pay-lots 
at the university and the amount of 
money collected by parking attendants. 

CONWAY, Ark. (TMS) — Police at 
Arkansas State University are looking 
for vandals who caused more than 
$4,000 in damage to a campus building.

You know her. She is blond with blue eyes and has 
graced the cover of fashion magazines for years. 

She is six feet tall and very well endowed (possibly 
from implants. but her publicist will deny that): 

She has had many occupations and never seems to 
have a problem with anything in the world. She has 
Ken. the ever-attentive man in her life. (or G.I. Joe in 
recent auto ads). 

She's got a dream house and a sports car. 

She's the one and only Barbie. 

She's got it all and she is the ideal that many 
women in this world feel they have to live up to. 

In a society Where over one-third of women are 
sizes 16 or larger. it’s not an easy task to live up to that 
ideal. Being constantly bombarded by images of thin, 
almost sickly models, doesn’t help either. 

Barb Rockwell, the Community Educator/Liaison 
for the eating disorders program at UNMC, said the 
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average woman has a 5 to 15 percent body image dis- 


‘tortion. This means that a woman could be the proper 


weight for her height and believe that she could still 
stand to lose 10 pounds. : 

. Freshman Nikki Hillig said, “It’s hard not to feel 
that you. are overweight when there are all these 
images that say that you can never be thin enough.” 

Women with eating disorders are likely to have a 
skewed body image perception anywhere from 25 to 
50 percent distortion. 

Rockwell said that she likes to use the model Kate 
Moss to illustrate a point. 

“She is actually 25 percent under normal body 
weight,” Rockwell said. “She would actually be eligi- 
ble for admission to our clinic.” 

Images of super thin models have led many women, 
and even men, to develop and maintain eating disor- 
ders. 

In literature distributed by the UNMC clinic, there 
are three types of eating disorders. 

The first is anorexia, characterized by either self- 
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The University of Nebraska at Omaha provides 
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semesters. The haurs of operation may change during 
the summer. The shuttle bus service is provided free 
of charge and no parking permit is required. Shutilebusses 
leave the South Campus and the UNO campus 
approximately every 15 minutes making stops south of 
lot N, along University Driva South, north of the Durham 
Science Center, north of the Milo Bail Student Center, 
east of Kayser Hall and east of IST&E. The shuttlebus 
loads/unloads in Lots 5, 6, and 7 on the South Campus 
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starvation and/or excessive weight loss. Generally, a 
person with anorexia will refuse to maintain a normal 
weight for their health and body type. They will also 
have an intense fear of being “fat” or gaining weight. 
They may even feel “fat” despite a dramatic weight 
loss. 

The second type of eating disorder is bulimia. It is 
characterized by a secretive cycle of binging and purg- 
ing. Binging is an act of‘consuming large quantities of 
food at one time, usually triggered by an emotional 
upset, not actual hunger. They may even vomit, take 
laxatives or obsessively exercise in order to rid them- 
selves of the calories that they have consumed. With 
both of these types of disorders, there is an extreme 
concern with their weight and body shape. 

The last type is called binge eating or compulsive 
eating. This is the most recently recognized of the eat- 
ing disorders. It is characterized by frequent episodes 
of eating excessively large quantities of food in secret 
or alone.

‘Eating disorders are a very serious health threat. 
Rockwell said that eating disorders should be treated 
like cancer: as a disease.

That is until that person dies 
from complications of the disorder, which may 
include heart failure or kidney failure. 

To combat this disease, Rockwell said, “We can 
learn to accept ourselves.

Deseo Shines as One of Omaha’s Best

While there are many good 
local bands in Omaha, perhaps 
one of the most energetic, high- 
est quality and loudest is Deseo. 

Fronted by lead singer Mike 
Cortinas, Deseo is propelled by 
the rhythm section of Nick 


Bojanski and Justin 
Wojtkiewicz. Justin’s brother 
Aaron Wojtkiewicz plays 


rhythm guitar. 

The group is riding high on 
the success of its recently 
teleased debut album, “Insert 
Title Here.” 

Deseo has been making its 
name in local rock by playing 
many high- profile shows. One 
such performance would be the 
band's performance at this year’s 
Rockfest II, an outdoor show 
that saw about 10,000 people in. 
attendance. 

While initially gaining popu- 


’ larity as a high school group 


with a largely teenage following, 
Deseo has matured into one of 
the more serious and focused 
local bands around. The group’s 
skills have been increasing 
through frequent performances, 


something that is proven through 
the group’ S more mature song 
writing.

evin Spacey is ready to come out — 
‘as straight! For years, some people 


ave thought the actor was gay. The 
Hollywood whispers reached a roar in 1997, 
when Esquire ran a cover story that didn’t 
quite out him, but dropped enough hints to 
level Nagasaki. The headline: “Kevin Spacey 
Has a Secret.” 

Having called that article “homopho- 
bic,” Spacey now wants to remove any 
doubt about his preferences. 

“It’s not true,” he says of the gay 
rumor in the new issue of Playboy. “It’s a 
lie.” 

The actor declares: “It wasn’t that I 
cared if they inferred I was gay, because 
I believe people in this country are more 
advanced than certain members of the 
media who try to use their medium as a 
weapon. But I felt betrayed.” 

Spacey, who asserts that the gay label 
can still damage a leading man’s career, 
says the article did have its upside.
